As regards most, lf not all of 
the m atters, bills have been introduced 
Into one or the other of the two houses, 
and it is not too much to hope thaw ac­ 
tion will be taken one way or the 
other on these bills at the pr sent 
session. 
In my m essage at the open­ 
ing of the present session, and indeed. 
In previous messages to congress. I 
have repeatedly suggested action on 
most of these measures. 
Child 
labor should be prohibited

for the D istrict of Columbia. 
It Is un­ 
fortunate th at in the one place solely 
dependent upon congress for Its legts-

I renew my recom mendation for the

terest of the public, the business use 
of the enormous aggressions of corpor­ 
ate wealth that are so m arked a fea­ 
ture of the modern industrial world. 
But the present anti trust law, in Its 
construction and working, has exem* 
I nu fled only tea) well the kind of legis­ 


lation which, under the guise of being 
thorough-going, is drawn up in su c h . 
sweeping form as to become either un­ 
effective or else mischievous. 
In the modern industrial world, com-, 
binatlons are absolutely necessary; 
they are necessary among business 
men; they are necessary among labor- i 
Ing men: they are becoming more and 
giore the roost powerful of instrum ents 
for 
wrong-doing. 
O thers 
offer 
the, 
only effective way of m eeting actual i 
bustness needs. It Is mischievous ana | 
unwholesome to keeD upon the statute 
books unmodified a law like the anti­ 
tru st law, which In practice only par­ 
tially is effective against vicious com­ 
binations, has nevertheless in the ordi­ 
nary been construed so sweepingly 
as to prohibit every combination for 
the transaction of modern business. 
Some real good has resulted from this 
law. 
But the time has come w'hen it 
is im perative to modify it. Such modi­ 
fication is urgently needed for the 
sake of the businessm en of the coun­ 
try, for the sake of the wage-workers 
and fcr the sake of the farm ers. 
The 
congress can not afford to leave it on 
the statute books In its present shape. 
It has now become uncertain how 
far this law may involve all labor or­ 
ganisations and farm ers’ organizations 
ar well as all business organizations 
in conflict with fhe law; or, if we 
secure literal compliance with the law, 
bow far it may result in the destruc­ 
tion of the organizations necessary for 
the transaction of business as well as 
all labor organizations and farm ers’ 
organizations, completely 
check 
the 
wise moving for securing business co­ 
operation among farm ers and put back 
half a century the progress of tfe 
movement for the betterm ent of labor. 
A bill has been presented in the con­ 
gress to remedy this system. 
Some 
such measure as this bill is needed in 
the interest of all engaged in the in­ 
dustries which are essential to the 
country’s well-being. 
I do not pre­ 
tend to say the exact shape th at the 
bill should take and the suggestions I 
! have to offer are tentative, and my 
views would apply equally to any other 
m easure which would achieve the de­ 
sired end. Bearing this in mind, I would 
suggest merely tentatively the follow­ 
ing changes in the law: 
The s u b s ta n tia te part of the anti- 
trust law should rem ain as at present; 
th at Is, th at every contract in restrain t 
of trade or commerce among the sev­ 
eral states or with foreign nations, 
should continue to be declared illegal; 
provided, however, th at some proper 
governm ental authority (such as the

to enact that any contract subject to 
the prohibition contained in the anti­ 
trust law, into which it was desired to 
enter, might be filed with the bureau 
of corporations or other appropriate 
executive body. 
This would provide 
publicity. 
Within, say, sixty days of 
the filing—which period could be ex­ 
tended by order of the department 
whenever for any reason it did not 
give the department sufficient time 
for 
an 
examination—the 
executive 
having power might forbid the con­ 
tract, which would then become sub­ 
ject to the provisions of the anti-trust 
law, if at all In restraint of trade. 
lr no such prohibition was issued, 
the contract would then only be lia- 
14, to attack on the ground that it 
constituted an unreasonable restraint 
of trade. 
Whenever the period of fil­ 
ing had passed without any such prohi­ 
bition, the contracts or combinations 
should be disapproved or forbidden 
only after notice and hearing with a 
reasonable provision for summary re­ 
view on appeal by the courts. 
Labor 
organizations, farm ers’ organizations 
and other organizations not organized 
for the purposes of profit should be 
allowed to register under the law by 
giving the location of the head office, 
the charter and by-laws and the names 
and addresses of their principal of­ 
ficers. 
In the interests of all these 
organizations—business, 
labor 
and 
farmers’ organizations alike—the pres­ 
ent provision permitting the recovery 
of three-fold damages should be abol­ 
ished and as a substitute therefor the 
right of recovery allowed for should be 
on Iv the damages sustained bv the 
plaintiff and the cost of suit, includ 
ing a reasonable attorney's fee. 
The law should not affect pending 
suits; a short statute of limitations 
should be provided so far as the past 
is concerned, not to exceed a year. 
Moreover, and even more in the in­ 
terest of labor than of business com­ 
binations, all such suits brought for 
causes of action hereofore occurred 
should be brought only if the contract 
or combination complainer! of was un­ 
fair or unreasonable. 
It may be well 
to remember that 
all of 
the 
suits 
hitherto brought by the government 
under the anti-trust law have been in 
cases where th* combination or con 
tract was in fact unfair or unreasona 
hie against the public interest. 
It is important we should encourage 
trade agreements between employer 
and employe where they are just and 
fair. A strike is a clumsy weapon for 
righting wrongs done to labor and we 
should extend, so far as possible, the 
process of conciliation and arbltiation 
as a substitute fo r‘st l ikes. 
Moreover, 
violence, disorder and coercion when 
committed in connection with strikes 
should be as promptly and as sternly 
repressed as w-hen committ* ii in any 
other connection. 
But strikes them 
selves are and should be recognized to 
he entirely legal. 
Combinations of 
workingmen have a peculiar reason for 
their existence. The very wealthy in­ 
dividual employer and still more the 
very wealthy corporation, stand at an 
enormous advantage when compared 
to the individual working man; and 
while there are many cast's where it 
may not be necessary for labor to form 
a union, in many other cases it is in 
dispensible. for otherwise the* thou­ 
sands of small units, the thousands of 
individual workingmen, will be left 
helpless in their dealings with the one 
big unit, the big individual or corpor­ 
ate employer. 
Twenty-two years ago, bv the aet of 
June 29, 1886. 
trades 
unions 
were 
recognized by law and the right of la­ 
boring people to combine for all lawful 
purposes 
was 
formally 
recognized. 
this right including combination for 
mutual protection and benefits, th? 
regulation of wages, hours and condi­ 
tions of labor, and the protection of 
the individual rights of the workmen 
In the prosecution of their trade or 
trades; and in the aet of June I, 
strikes were recognized as legal In the 
same provision that forbade partict 
nation in or instigation of force or 
violence against persons or property, 
or the attempt to prevent others from 
working, by violence, threat or in nm 
Cation. 
The business man must be 
protected In person and property, and 
so must the farmer and the wage­ 
workers; and as regards all alike, the 
right of peaceful combination for all 
lawful purposes should bt 
xplicltly 
recognized. 
The right of employers to combine 
and contract with one another and 
with their employes should be explicit­ 
ly recognised; aud so should the light 
of tho * rn ploy cs to combine and to con- 
i tract with one another and with the 
I employers; am} to so k pc ac “ably to 
! persuade others to accept their views 
and to strike for tho purpose of peace 
Ibly obtaining from employers satis 
1 factory terms for their tailor. Nothin*?
